This morning, at the corner 
of RGbinsoo and College street, the 
said employe, after mak ing necessary 
repairs, hurled the remains of the de­ 
fectiv e globe down upon the street, 
break ing the gla-s Into minute frag­ 
ments. A few minutes afterward a 
friend of mine came riding down 
Ilohioson street oo bis wheel, and 
would hav e gone plump into the 
brok en glass bad 1 not sounded a note 
of warning. Let the law be enforced 
against lamp break ers, had boys or 
maliciuusly toclined men, and also 
upon the v ery carelass employe of the 
Ceramic Light company.

FELL FROM A WHEEL.

Rev erend Whitehead was the v ictim 
of a nasty fall last night, which will 
cripple him for sev eral days. As he 
was riding by the 
Women’s home, 
Mark et street,on a bicycle, be attemp. 
ted to brak e with bis left figit and 
caught his heel in the spok es of the 
wheel, throwing him ov er the front to 
the ground. He was sorely bruised 
and carried! into the home in an al­ 
most unconscious state, where the ser­ 
v ices of a surgeon were secured. The 
doctor found that a ligament in bis 
wrist had been sev ered by the fall, 
which will cause the rev erend gentle­ 
man to carry bis arm In a sling for 
quite a while. After bandaging bis 
wrist and attending to the numerous 
bruises, Rev erend 
Whitehead 
was 
tak en to his Imme. He had been suf- 
ferlag from an inlured toe on his 
light foot, neceteitatlng the use of bis 
left foot for brak ing, to which he was 
anaocustufiiMl, hence the accident.

The v ehicle owners met at West's 
undertak ing establishment last night 
to listen to the opinion of their citun- 
sel tiefore adopting auv Hoe of pro­ 
cedure in regard to flghtiog the v ehicle 
ordinance. There was a g(K>d crowd 
in attendance and after Attorney 
Brook es had giv en his opinion regard­ 
ing the constitutionality of the ordi 
nance, it was decided to tak e legal ac­ 
tion against the measure, acting utxm 
the adv ice of the atBiroey. Folio 
ing is the pith of the text upon which 
the objections will be raised. Mr. 
BrtNtk es said: “ I liellev e that the ordi­ 
nance Is inv alid,because the state law 
under whlcti the citv assumes the 
right to pass such an ordinance is 
up 
constitutional and v oid. This act of 
legislature was passed April 12. 1893, 
at the Hollcitatioii of the city officiais 
and expressly for the city of East Liv 
crp(M)l, and, iu our jiidgraeut, comes 
In conflict with two sections of the 
constitution of the state of Ohio. 
Article xiii, section one of the oon- 
stItuttoD, says: ’The general assem­ 
bly shall pass no special act conferring 
coriKtrate power, and article seamd, 
section 26, prov ides that all laws of a 
general nature shall hav e a uniform 
o|>eralion 
throughout 
the 
state. 
The 
act 
In 
question 
Is 
special In its nature of applying only 
to any city of the second class and 
fourth grade, hav ing a populatluo of 
not less than 1U,945 our more than 10,- 
960 at the last federal census. This 
describes the city 
of 
East LIv - 
erpcMil 
quite 
as 
effectually 
as 
though It had been named iu tlie 
act, as tliis was the only city at the 
last federal census coming within the 
population, and it was Intended by 
the legislature only to operate in this 
city. The act of the legislature being 
uncoustltutionai and v oid, the ordi­ 
nance of course tiecomes so. 
Objections to the measure might also 
lie raised on two other grounds. The 
act In question to no place expressly 
authorizes 
a license 
fee, 
doing 
so 
only 
by 
Inference; 
and 
again 
the 
act 
says 
that 
CFiUnctl may prov ide for the licensing 
of all owners of v ehicles, of ev ery 
k ind used in the city. The ordinance 
exempts from the act two classes of 
v ehicles, street cars and bicycles, and 
consequently does nut comply with 
the prov isions of the act; hut these 
last ohjectl(*ns are of a triv ial nature, 
and we du not propose to contest the 
matter on these grounds. 
We rely 
entirely upon the first proposition in­ 
v olv ing tiie constitutlunallty of the 
act to dght the case on. Action will 
sbortiv be begun before the mayor and 
these questions raised and put In 
shape fur the consideration of the 
higtier courts if n e c ta ry.”

FELL FROM A W H E E L. 


The vehicle owners m et a t W est’s 
undertaking establishm ent last night 
to listen to the opinion of their couu 
sel before adopting au» line of pro­ 
cedure In regard to fighting the vehicle 
ordinance. There was a good crowd 
in attendance and after Attorney 
Brookes had given his opinion regard 
Ing the constitutionality of the ordl 
nance, it was decided to take legal ac 
lion against the measure, acting upon 
the advice of the attorney. 
Follow 
Ing Is tile pith of the text upon which 
the objections will be raised. Mr. 
Brookes said: “ I believe th a t the ordl 
nance Is invalid,because the state law 
under which the city assumes the 
right to pass such an ordinance Is un­ 
constitutional and void. This act of 
legislature was passed April 12, 1893, 
a t the solicitation of the city officials 
and expressly for the city of F ast Llv 
crpooi, aud, in our Judgment, comes 
in conflict with two sections of the 
opstilutlon of the state of Ohio. 
Article xiii, section one of the con 
siltation, says: 
‘The general asseui 
hly shall pass no special act conferring 
corporate power, and article second, 
section 20, provides th a t all laws of a 
general nature shall have a uniform 
d u ratio n 
throughout 
the 
state. 
The 
act 
In 
question 
Is 
special In its nature of applying only 
to any city of the second class aud 
fourth grade, having a population of 
not less than 10,945 nor more than IO, 
OOO at the last federal census. This 
describes the city 
of 
Fast Liv­ 
erpool 
quite 
as 
effectually 
though It had been named In the 
act, as this was the only city a t the 
last federal census coming within the 
population, and It was Intended by 
the legislature only to operate In tills 
city. The act of the legislature being 
unconstitutional and void, the ordl 
nance of course becomes so. 
Objections to the measure m ight also 
lie raised on two other grounds. The 
act In question lo un place expressly 
authorizes 
a license 
fee, 
doing 
so 
only 
by 
Inference; 
and 
again 
the 
act 
says 
th a t 
council may provide for the licensing 
if all owners of vehicles, of every 
kind used In the city. The ordinance 
exempts from the act two classes of 
vehicles, street cars and bicycles, arid 
consequently does not comply with 
the provisions of the act; hut these 
last objections are of a trivial nature, 
and we do not propose to contest the 
m atter on these grounds. 
We rely 
entirely upon the first proposition In­ 
volving the constitutlunalltv of the 
act to fight the case on. Action will 
shortly lie begun before the mayor aud 
these questions raised and put In 
shape for the consideration of the 
higher courts lf necessary.”
